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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claim 78 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yeh (patent 
No. 5,903,750). 

4. Yeh taught the invention as claimed including a data processing ("DP") system 
comprising: a processor device comprising a predicate history table to record the history 
or previous executions of predicate calculation instructions whereby run-time behavior 
or predicates can be recorded in order to help optimize subsequent instruction 
scheduling (e.g., see col. 3, lines 66-col. 4, line 16;col. 6, lines 55-col. 7, line 65; and 
col. 8, lines 8-29). 
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5. Note: the claim limitation comprising -can be recorded in order to help optimize 
subsequent instruction scheduling- is not a positive assertion of the claim limitation (i.e., 
it does not particularize that this limitation ever occurs) therefore this limitation is not 
given any weight. 

6. Claims 84,85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gupta 
(patent No. 5,941,983). 

7. - Gupta taught the invention as claimed including a data processing ("DP") system 
comprising: A processor device comprising means for executing instructions from an 
instruction set architecture wherein the instruction set architecture can explicitly note 
dependencies between instructions by using dependency pointers (or vectors) and 
wherein the processor device stores the instructions including the dependency pointers 
for possible repeated execution (e.g., see figs. 8,10 and col. 19, lines 48-56 and col. 20, 
lines 60-53) wherein the backward branch taught by Gupta provides for looping or 
repeated execution of the instructions. 

8. Note: the claim limitation comprising -can explicitly not dependencies between 
instructions by using dependency pointers- is not a positive recitation of the limitation 
(i.e., it does not particularize that this limitation ever occurs) and thereby this limitation is 
not given any weight. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 44-77,79,80, 81 ,82, and 87 are allowed. 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 78, 84, and 85 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
